(c)  PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  GENERAL 
CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Urban  District  is  situate  on  the  North  bank  of 
the  River  Tyne  and  is  undulating  in  character  varying 
from  approximately  sea  level  to  between  400  and  500  feet 
above  ordnance  datum. 

The  district  is  bisected  by  the  main  Carlisle-Newcastle 
road,  constructed  on  the  site  of  the  Roman  Wall  of  Hadrian. 

(d)  NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  area  according 
to  the  rate  book  at  31st  March,  1936,  was  5,055. 

(e)  RATEABLE  VALUE. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  £91,403  and  the  amount  produced  by  a  penny 
rate  £340. 


(/)  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  district  is  chiefly  industrial,  the  majority  of  the 
adult  male  population  being  connected  with  the  mining 
and  engineering  industries.  In  addition  a  number  are  em¬ 
ployed  in  brickmaking  and  at  the  glassworks.

22  Legitimate  deaths  and  2  Illegitimate  deaths,  making  a 
total  of  24,  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  70.17  per 
1,000  live  births,  compared  with  74  for  the  year  1934. 
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The  death  rate  of  legitimate  infants  per  1,000  legitimate 
live  births  is  66.9  and  the  death  rate  of  illegitimate  infants 
per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births  is  153.8.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Luring  the  year  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services 
have  received  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Council. 
Hospital  accommodation  is  available  under  an  arrangement 
with  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity  Hospital,  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne,  for  all  types  of  maternity  cases,  the  Council 
making  up  to  the  hospital  any  deficiency  in  the  fees  payable 
by  the  patient.  Luring  the  year,  36  cases  were  admitted. 
Of  these,  14  were  normal  cases  where  confinement  at  home 
was  deemed  inadvisable,  22  were  cases  where  complications 
existed  or  were  anticipated. 

An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was  established  at  Lemington. 
This  Clinic  was  initiated  by  Specialists  from  the  Princess 
Mary  Maternity  Hospital,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  the 
local  doctors  were  invited  to  attend  with  a  view  to  obtaining 
additional  experience  in  this  branch  of  the  work.  The 
Clinic  has  been  most  successful  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1 18  patients  had  attended  during  32  weeks,  giving  a  per¬ 
centage  of  56.07  of  the  estimated  births  for  this  period. 

It  was  decided  to  erect  and  equip  a  new  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Throckley  at  a  cost  of  £2,220. 
The  building  to  include  accommodation  for  Lental,  Ante- 
Natal,  Sunray  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  This  Centre  was 
opened  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  and  the  full  details 
will  be  given  in  the  report  for  1936. 

Consultant  Services. 

Luring  the  year  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Consultants  of  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity  Hospital, 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  whereby  their  services  could  be 
obtained  by  any  doctor  attending  a  midwifery  case,  should 
he  require  expert  opinion.  All  fees  incurred  to  be  paid 
by  the  Local  Authority.  The  services  of  the  Consultants 
were  required  upon  7  occasions. 

Emergency  Services. 

It  was  decided  to  take  advantage  of  the  Princess  Mary 
Maternity  Hospital  Emergency  Service  as  it  became  oper¬ 
ative.  This  service  is  to  provide  for  all  contingencies  in 
cases  of  emergency,  such  as  the  provision  of  a  nurse  and 
any  necessary  equipment  where  it  was  impossible  to  move 
the  patient  to  a  Hospital. 

Birth  Control. 

Luring  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
authorised  to  send  proper  cases  to  the  Women's  Welfare 
Centre,  Scotswood  Pmad,  Newcastle-upon-'I^ne,  to  be 
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treated  at  the  expense  of  the  Newburn  Urban  District 
Council.  Four  women  attended  the  Women’s  Welfare 
Centre  under  this  scheme. 

Minor  Gyncecological  Ailments. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  authorised  to  send 
cases  to  be  dealt  with  under  this  service  to  the  Women’s 
Welfare  Centre,  to  be  treated  at  the  expense  of  the  Council. 

Sick  and  Ailing  Children  and  Cleft  Palate  and  Hare  Lip. 

It  was  decided  that  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
sent  cases  to  the  Babies  Hospital,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
for  treatment,  or  in  case  of  emergency  where  the  local 
doctor  sent  the  patient,  the  expenses  would  be  borne  by 
the  Council.  4  Children  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
under  this  arrangement. 

Diphth eri a  Immunisati 0 n . 

It  was  decided  to  establish  a  scheme  for  the  immunisation 
of  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  free  of  cost.  This 
service  to  be  carried  out  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres,  but  as  a  temporary  measure  the  immunisation 
was  done  at  the  Council  Offices,  Newburn-on-Tyne,  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  until  such  arrangements  could 
be  made  for  the  work  to  be  done  at  the  Centres.  The 
3  injection  method  of  Toxoid- Antitoxin  Floccules  was 
adopted  ;  34  children  were  immunised.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

(a)  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  area  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains 
of  the  Newcastle  &  Gateshead  Water  Company,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Smallpox  Hospital  and  a  few  farms. 


(b)  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

These  have  been  kept  under  observation  during  the  y7ear. 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  to  carry  the  sewage  which 
now  discharges  into  the  Remington  Gut  to  the  main  channel 
in  the  river.

The  general  character  of  the  drainage  is  good  with  the 
exception  of  the  older  properties.

(i)  RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919 

Continual  efforts  have  been  made  to  deal  with  nuisances 
arising  from  rats,  and  informal  action  has  taken  place 
under  the  above  Act. 

The  services  of  a  Ratcatcher  were  again  retained  by  the 
Council  for  the  year,  and  his  duties  include  the  regular  and 
periodical  inspection  of  the  refuse  tips  used  by  the  Council, 
and  other  Council  property.  During  the  year  782  rats  have 
been  killed  and  2610  Baits  were  laid.  The  tips  were  fairly 
free  of  rats  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


(j)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  Council  is  represented  on  the  Northumberland  and 
Durham  Advisory  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee. 

Smoke  observations  are  taken  periodically. 

Classes  for  Stokers  were  held  at  Rutherford  College, 
Newcastle,  during  the  year  and  the  attention  of  the  firms 
in  the  area  was  drawn  to  the  course  of  lectures  and  demon¬ 
strations. 
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(k)  OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  trade  of  tripe  boiling  as  carried  on  at  the  several 
slaughterhouses  is  supervised  in  conjunction  with  the 
routine  visits  thereto,  and  is  generally  satisfactory.  The 
trades  are  governed  by  Byelaws,  and  the  trade  of  fish  fryer 
and  rag  and  bone  dealer  have  been  added  to  the  statutory 
list  of  offensive  trades.  There  are  in  the  district  four 
tripe  boilers  and  twelve  fish  fryers,  all  of  whom  conduct 
their  business  in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  have  been 
subject  to  periodical  inspection.

(a)  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk. 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  milk  which  was 
commenced  in  192 7  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year 
Four  samples  are  taken  annually  from  each  supply  and 
are  examined  for  total  bacterial  count  and  bacillus  coli 
content,  and  two  samples  examined  annually  for  the  presence 
of  tubercle  bacilli.  Additional  check  samples  are  taken  as 
and  when  required.

The  routine  bacteriological  examination  of  the  milk 
supplies  of  the  district  is  exceedingly  useful,  as  it  has 
instilled  in  a  practical  manner  into  the  producers  and 
retailers  of  the  district,  a  clear  understanding  of  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  clean  milk  production. 


{a)  TOTAL  BACTERIAL  COUNT, 

The  standard  adopted  is  200,000  organisms  per  cubic 
centimetre  and  samples  containing  more  than  this  number 
are  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory.  This  standard  may  be 
considered  to  be  too  low,  but  as  it  is  the  standard  permitted 
by  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923,  for  Grade 
A  milk,  it  has  been  deemed  inadvisable  to  fix  a  higher 
standard.- 
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Of  the  72  samples  produced  in  the  district,  68  or  94.4 
per  cent,  were  satisfactory.  The  average  bacterial  count 
of  the  72  samples  was  49,599  per  cubic  centimetre. 


Of  the  18  samples  produced  outside  the  area,  17  or 
94.4  per  cent,  were  satisfactory.  The  average  bacterial 
count  of  the  samples  was  57,788  per  cubic  centimetre. 

To  summarise,  of  90  samples  examined  for  total  bacterial 
count  85,  or  94.4%  were  satisfactory,  having  an  average 
count  of  24,326.  The  average  count  of  the  5  samples  below 
the  standard  was  484,400  per  cubic  centimetre.

(. b )  CONIFORM  BACIIvU. 

The  standard  adopted  is  that  coliform  bacilli  should 
not  be  found  in  a  smaller  quantity  of  milk  than  one-tenth 
of  a  cubic  centimetre  ;  in  effect,  this  means  that  there 
should  not  be  more  than  10  such  organisms  present  in  one 
cubic  centimetre  of  milk.  The  value  of  this  examination 
is  considered  to  be  very  great  as  it  is  a  definite  indication 
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of  excremental  contamination.  Coliform  bacilli  are  nor¬ 
mally  present  in  the  intestinal  canal  of  the  cow,  being  passed 
therefrom  in  the  dung,  hence  their  presence  may  fairly  be 
considered  to  indicate  gross  contamination  of  the  milk 
if  found  to  a  greater  extent  than  that  indicated  above. 

Of  the  72  samples  of  milk  produced  in  this  district, 
60  or  83%  were  satisfactory. 

Of  18  samples  of  milk  produced  outside  the  area,  14  or 
77%  were  satisfactory. 

To  summarise  of  90  samples  examined  for  coliform 
bacilli,  74  or  82%  were  satisfactory.

(c)  TUBERCLE  BACILLI. 

41  samples  of  milk  produced  in  the  district  were  ex¬ 
amined  of  which  4  or  9.7%  were  positive.  10  samples  of 
milk  produced  outside  the  area  were  examined  and  1  was 
positive  giving  a  percentage  of  9.1. 

To  summarise,  of  the  52  samples  examined  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  5  or  9.67%  gave  positive  results. 


When  samples  are  taken  from  a  large  herd,  samples  are 
submitted  for  biological  examination  from  each  byre.

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(3)  Tuberculosis  Order ,  1925. 

The  information  supplied  by  the  County  Council  states 
that  2  animals  in  the  Newburn  Area  and  3  outside  the 
area  have  been  slaughtered.  With  one  exception  these 
animals  have  been  discovered  as  a  result  of  positive  milk 
samples  obtained  by  this  department. 

In  addition  the  Newcastle  Corporation  were  notified 
that  a  sample  of  milk  produced  in  their  area  was  positive. 


( 4 )  Sterilized  Milk. 

Bight  samples  of  sterilized  milk  produced  outside  the 
area  were  obtained  during  the  year.  The  plates  of  the  8 
samples  were  sterile.  Bacillus  Coli  was  absent  in  .01  c.c. 

4  samples  were  submitted  for  biological  examination 
for  T.B.  All  were  negative. 


(5)  Graded  Milk. 

Certified  : — 

4  samples  were  obtained  and  all  conformed  with  the 
standard  for  Certified  Milk,  viz.  — No  B.  Coli  in  one-tenth 
of  a  cubic  centimetre  and  not  more  than  30,000  bacteria 
per  c.c. 

2  samples  were  submitted  for  biological  examination 
for  Tubercle  Bacilli  and  the  results  were  negative. 


Grade  A.  T.T. 

10  samples  of  Grade  A.  T.T.  Milk  were  obtained  ;  7 
conformed  with  the  Grade  A.  T.T.  vStandard,  viz.  No  B. 
Coli  in  .01  c.c.  and  not  more  than  200,000  bacteria  per  c.c. 
One  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  did  not  comply  with 
either  standard  whilst  the  other  two  failed  to  comply  with 
the  B.  Coli  standard. 

7  samples  were  submitted  for  the  tubercle  bacilli 
examination  and  the  results  were  negative, 
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Pasteurised. 

9  Samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  obtained  and  all 
conformed  with  the  standard,  viz.  : — total  bacterial  count 
not  to  exceed  100,000  per  c.c. 

There  is  no  B.  Coli  standard  for  Pasteurised  Milk,  but 
applying  our  local  standard  for  satisfactory  ordinary  milk, 
2  could  be  regarded  as  unsatisfactory. 

4  samples  were  submitted  for  the  tubercle  bacilli 
examination  and  were  negative.
